Poet Ya’ir 
Hurvitz 
dies at 49 


Poet Ya‘ir Hurvitz died Tuesday 
night in Brussels while awaiting a 
heart transplant. He was 49. 

Hurvitz was one of the most im- 
portant poets of the "70s and 
‘80s. He suffered since childhood 
from heart disease, a condition that 
worsened in recent years. 

In the “70s. the Tel Aviv-born 
poet was associated with the late 
Yona Wallach and with Meir Wie- 
seltier. Hurvitz published 12 books 
of poetry. and received the Alter- 
man Prize and the Prime Minister's 
Prize for Creativity. 


Rabbi Astor 
of Auckland 
dies at 88 


Rabbi Alexander Astor. for al- 
most 40 years leader of the Auck- 
land.

Hacohen proposes that all yeshiva 
students continue to enjoy the right 
to claim deferment from IDF service 
until the age of 24. 

At that time, the 200 most gifted 
yeshiva students would be nominat- 
ed by their yeshiva heads for perma- 
nent exemption. The rest would be 
obliged to serve in the IDF for one 
year only, of which the first three 
months would be basic training. 


On completion of the year, they 
would have to give 30 days of re- 
serve duty annually during their 
breaks from yeshiva studies, Haco- 
hen proposes. 

The reform would also take the 
right to issue draft exemptions for 
yeshiva students out of the hands of 
the defence minister, and make 
some special authority responsible 
for the implementation of the new 
system.

Israel team to Moscow 
holds talks with Dutch 


THE HAGUE (AP) - Israeli diplo- 
mats en route to Moscow yesterday 
worked out details of their visit to 
the Soviet Union with the Dutch 
government, which has been repre- 
senting the Jewish state in the Soviet 
capital for more than 20 years. 

The delegation’s Soviet trip, 
dubbed “historic” by Prime Minis- 
ter Shamir, is widely seen as the first 
step toward the full restoration of 
Soviet-Israeli diplomatic ties. 

The six-strong delegation. the 
first of its kind to visit the Soviet 
Union since relations between the 
two nations were severed in the 
wake of the Six Day War. met with 
Dutch Foreign Ministry officials 
here, according to a ministry 
spokesman. 

The Israelis arrived here for a 48- 
hour stopover on Tuesday. No de- 
tails were released about the con- 
tents of the talks they held with 


Dutch officials. The Netherlands 
embassy in Moscow has handled Is- 
raeli interests, including visa mat- 
ters for Jewish emigres, since 1967. 


During their stay in the Soviet 
capital, which is expected to last for 
several months, the delegation will 
be primarily involved in helping the 
Dutch to process Israeli visas. ac- 
cording to {sraeli officials. 

From January to June of this year, 
6.017 Soviet Jews emigrated, 840 of 
whom went to Israel, according to 
the Geneva-based Intergovermental 
Committee For Migration. 


Earlier this week, Israeli officials 
said that the delegation's limited 
mandate could be expanded, al- 
though no political talks with Soviet 
officials had so far been planned. 

The delegation, led by Soviet- 
born diplomat Meron Gordon, is to 
leave for Moscow this morning.

Mother wants 
Tay-Sachs 
daughter to 
‘die in peace’

‘The mother of a two-year-old 
girl hopelessly suffering from 
Tay-Sachs disease at Sieff Hospi- 
tal in Safad has requested a court © 
order to unhook the respirators 
that are keeping her alive to ‘let 
her die in peace."” 

Talila Shefer, a member of 
Kibbutz Merom Hagolan, went 
to the Israel Euthanasia Society 
for help in disconnecting the life- 
saving machinery at the hospital. 
Her daughter, Yael, is 2 victim of 
the inherited disorder cansed by 
a lack of the enzyme hexosamini- 
dase. Occurring foremost in Jews 
of Eastern European origin, it 
causes the collection of a certain 
kind of fat in the brain and is 
marked by progressive physical 
and mental retardation aud early 
death, usually between the ages 
of two and fonr. 

Yitzhak Hoshen, chairman of 
the society, will bring the request 
to the Tel Aviv District Court 
very soon. 

Shefer never underwent am- 
niocentesis, the amniotic-fluid 
test that can predict accurately 
whether the fetus in the womb 
has the deadly defect; she was 39 
during pregnancy (every woman 
over 37 pets free amniocentesis), 
but was hemorrhaging and the 
fest was not done. Her husband 
also did not undergo a voluntary 
blood-test to see if he was a carri- 
er. 

Yael had a normal birth, but 
she began to have health prob- 
lems at the age of six months, 
when the first symptoms of Tay- 
Sachs generally appear. After 
this age, no new skills are 
learned, and there is a progres- 
sive loss of skills already learnt. 
Convulsions sre followed by 
blindness, with a cherry-red spot 
on each retina, with paralysis and 
dementia preceding death. 

The disorder was finally diag- 
nosed at Sheba Hospital at Tel 
Hashomer.

RANGOON (AFP) ~ Sein Lwin, 
the new chief of Burma’s tuling par- 
ty, was elected president by the par- 
liament yesterday, giving him sole 
Possession of this Southeast Asian 
nation’s two most powerful 
Positions. 

General Ne Win, 77, whose resig- 
nation as chairman of the ruling 
Burma Socialist Programme Party 
(BSPP) was accepted on Monday, 
had also held both titles before re- 
Signing the presidency in 1981. 

Analysts in Rangoon said the 
Hluttaw’s (parliament) placing of 
both party and state power in the 
hands of Sein Lwin. 64, an ex-briga- 
dier-general_ and a supporter of 
Gen. Ne Win, guarantees that the 
general will remain the real power in 
Burma. 

Gen. Ne Win seized power in 
1962 by overthrowing Burma's last 
democratically elected government. 
He resigned as party leader on Sat- 
urday after poverty-fuelled riots 
Protesting his rigidly socialist poli- 
cies. And other government 
changes yesterday kept Ne Win inti- 
mates in power. 

The National Assembly elected 
Finance Minister Tun Tin as prime 
minister while Deputy Premier and 
Defence Minister Kyaw Htin was 
named State Council secretary -- No. 
3 to Sein Lwin who is head of state 
as State Council chairman. The No. 
2 in the State Council is vice chair- 
jnman Aye Ko, 

General Saw Muang replaced 
Kyaw Htin as defence minister and 
Major General Pe Myaing was 
named home minister. Prime Minis- 
ter Maung Maung Kha was fired on

Analysts in Bangkok said he had 
been made a scapegoat as Sein Lwin 
ordered the suppression of the riots 
and the prime minister was not even 
in Burma at the time.

The 
reforms include encouraging foreign 
investment and giving private busi- 
nesses unprecedented access to the 
currently state-monopolized media, 
agriculture. forestry, mining, manu- 
facturing and trade sectors. 

Western diplomats contacted in 
Rangoon and Bangkok without ex- 
ception expressed dismay over Sein 
Lwin’s selection. Analysts in Bang- 
kok said the choice of Sein Lwin 
may mean the unrest which forced 
Gen. Ne Win to resign will grow, 
endangering economic reform. 
They added that if repression con- 
tinues, students and even army ele- 
ments could rally behind former Ne 
Win associates who have fallen out 
of favour and now differ with the 
general. 

But observers in Rangoon said 
Sein Lwin would ensure political 
stability needed for the wide-rang- 
ing reforms envisaged. “Sein Lwin is 
a tough man and a go-getter who 
wilt brook no interference,” a West- 
em diplomat said. 

Sein Lwin rose through the ranks 
as a Ne Win informer, reporting 
wrongdoing by party members. He 
was instrumental in violent repres- 
sion of student riots in July 1962, 
and was in charge of security forces 
which opened fire on anti-govern- 
ment protestors last March, accord- 
ing to reports. 


SANTIAGO DE CUBA (Reuter) — President 
Fidel Castro said that an end to the war in 
Angola between Cuban-Angolan forces and 
South African forces is in sight. 

The Cuban president told a nationwide televi- 
sion audience on Tuesday night that “we are 
really on the threshold of a political solution” of 
the Angolan conflict. He said substantial gains 
had been made in recent talks in London. Cairo, 
and New York between a joint Cuban-Angolan 
delegation and representatives of South Africa. 

Castro made his three-hour speech on the 
occasion of the 35th anniversary of the launching 
of his revolution. 

“There exists the possibility of a fair and 
honourable solution for all parties involved,” 
Castro said. He added that the major points of 
the agreement would guarantee the security of 
Angola and the independence of Namibia. 

On the basis of such an a; τ, Castro 
said, “we will proceed to the total withdrawal of 
Cuban military contingents from Angola.” He 
added that the withdrawal of some 50,000 Cu- 
ban troops from Angola could not be abrupt. 
“There is a minimum time necessary so that the 
Anpolans can take over the positions and instal- 
lations that we now defend." 

Regarding the recent Cuban military buildup 
near the Namibian border in southem Angola, 
Castro said. “Our objective was not a military 
victory. That would have been humiliating and 
destructive for the adversary." 


The South African government said on Sun- 
day night it held secret military talks on southern 
Africa last week on the Cape Verde Islands with 
Cuba and Angola, the latest in a series of inter- 
national efforts to end the 13-year-old civil war 
in Angola and bring independence to Namibia. 

Castro. wearing his traditional olive green 
army uniform, said the “ideological fortress” of

LONDON (AFP) - Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher has defended 
ber government's rejection of the 
Hotol space plane project, telling 
Parliament that Britain could not 
possibly finance the cost, which 
could reach £6 billion ($10.2 b.).

“There is no question of this country 
being able to finance the research or 
production of such an enormous 
project. It would be of the order of 
four to six billion pounds.”

U.S. defence chief to get close look at Soviet bases 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Defence 
Secretary Frank Carlucci departs to- 
day on a Soviet trip expected to 
include unprecedented visits to air, 
ground and naval bases. During four 
days in the Soviet Union, Carlucci 
will meet his Soviet counterpart, 
Gen. Dmitri Yazov, to continue dis- 
cussions on reducing military ten- 
sion between the superpowers. 
But Carlucci will not discuss arms 
control issues that U.S. officials say 
should be covered in negotiations 
involving diplomats from the U.S. 
and its Nato allies. ᾿ 
Pentagon officials were looking 
forward to a visit they hoped would 
provide their first close look at Sovi- 
et bases since World War II. A sei 
nior official said, “We find it usefub 
to have greater access to the Soviet 
Union, not only to tell our story, but: 
to see for ourselves first-hand the 
types of leadership they have and 
their approach to military issues.” 
Carlucei, accompanied by Assis- 
tant Defence Secretary Ron Leh- 
man. representatives of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff and State Depart- 
ment, and a planeload of other offi- 
cials, will depart today for Helsinki, 
Finland. There they will meet with 


Finnish President Mauno Koivisto 
and other officials before arriving in 
Moscow on Monday for the talks. 

After departing the Soviet Union 
next Thursday, Carlucci will fly to 
Turkey for meetings with President 
Kenan Evren, Prime Minister Tur- 
gut Ozal and senior defence offi- 
cials, before returning to Washing- 
ton on August 8. 

In Moscow, Carlucci was expect- 
ed to visit the Frunze General Staff 
Military Academy, the Kubinka Air 
Base about 48 km, west of the Sovi- 
et capital and the base of the Tuman 
division, part of the Soviet ground 
forces. He is expected to fly to Se- 
vastopol on the Crimean Peninsula 
on Wednesday to look at elements 
of the Black Sea fleet. 

U.S. officials said they did not 
know whether the Soviets would al- 
low reporters and photographers to 
accompany Carlucci during his visit. 

At the beginning of July, Soviet 
Chief of Staff Marshal Sergei Akh- 
romeyev toured U.S. facilities that 
included a close view of flight opera- 
tions on the aircraft carrier USS 
Theodore Roosevelt and a look in- 
side a B-1 bomber and Minuteman 
missile training facility. 


In return, U.S. officials let it be 
known that they wanted to see a 
Soviet Blackjack bomber and visit 
Soviet ships at sea. 

Carlucct will ask Yazov more 
about the Soviets’ highly publicized 
doctrine of “defensive sufficiency.” 
which the Kremlin says precludes 
the offensive use of military forces. 

“When Marshal Akhromeyev 
came here last time, he indicated he 


_ would answer all of our questions. 


Let me say, it is not clear that he 
answered any of our questions,” 
said the official. “So far, we have 
seen no changes in Soviet force pos- 


ture, production or military 
spending.~ 

Carlucci also will press the Soviets 
to move ahead on an agreement an- 
nounced on July 11 between Akhro- 
meyev and the chairman of the U.S. 
Joint Chiefs of Staff. Adm. William 
Crowe. to set up a working group to 
discuss ways of avoiding dangerous 
military situations. 

And he will try to nail down spe- 
cifics of an agreement announced by 
Akhromeyev and Crowe for the ex- 
change of visits by warships, profes- 
sors at military academies and se- 
nior staff and field commanders.

Judgment on the Knesset 


THE business of Israeli democracy is in large 
measure parliamentary business, and popular 
attitudes to democracy tend to reflect opin- 
ions about the Knesset. 

Most Israelis these days doubt that the 
Knesset is properly discharging its duties. 
Some of the scepticism, which often borders 
on cynicism, is due to parliament’s constitu- 
tional inability to satisfy all the people all the 
time, and to MKs being but ordinary mortals. 
But much of it stems from a wide-spread 
image of the typical MK as a self-seeking, 
moonlighting, demagogic wordsmith in the 
service of his party not his country. 

Parliament is not entirely ignorant of the 
low esteem into which it has fallen, nor uncon- 
cemed by it. Some of the last-minute legisla- 
tion to which the 11th Knesset addressed itself 
before gently expiring yesterday, was at least 
in part devoted to improving its reputation. 
Some of the legislation, however, was unsa- 
voury when it was piously advanced and when 
it was self-righteously opposed. 

On Monday the Knesset struck what 
seemed a major biow for public morality when 
it ordered deputies to become full-time MKs 
and give up all their outside paid occupations, 
whether as lawyers or economists, Mayors or 
union leaders. Only writers, and 
artists were excluded from the general prohi- 
bition on moonlighting. The idea, not an en- 
tirely novel one, was that this alone would 
enable them to rebut the charges of both 
indolence and conflict-of-interest so often 
thrown at them. a ἀρ ν 

In passing this fat nian law by a vast 
wall-to-wall ete the Knesset turned 
down objections that it was depriving itself of 
specialist expertise, intellectual eminence and 
grassroots connection. At the same time the 
plenum set up, what else, a committee em- 
powered to grant exemptions from the appli- 
cation of the law. Now the Knesset may face 
accusations that the law is but a facade meant 
to conceal its intended violation. 

In the eyes of most voters, what matters 


rather more is the accountability of MKs to 
the people who elect them, and the structur- 
ing of the Knesset so that it could sustain a 
stable government. That means reform of Is- 
rael’s creaky electoral system, which treats the 
entire country as a single constituency. 
Whether out of conviction or populist oppor- 
tunism, leaders of both the Alignment and the 
Likud have for years now been paying hom- 
age to electoral reform. 

This week the agreed version of a system 
combining coostituency and proportional rep- 
resentation was finally due to be passed by the 
Knesset. At the last moment the Likud, bow- 
ing to pressure from its friendly religious 
splinter parties, spiked that opportunity by a 
trick and left the Alignment holding the bag. 
Professions of Likud allegiance to the cause 
will follow, of course. 

The great parliamentary confrontation of 
the week, however, has to all intents been 
over a straight issue of party electoral advan- 
tage: whether the coming municipal elections 
should be held the same day as the Knesset 
poll on November 1, or at a later date. If the 
former, the Likud and Tehiya would benefit, 
or so they figured. If the latter, the Alignment 
and all other parties would do so. But that 
required an ad hoc amendment to the law. 

The two major parties felt it more virtuous, 
however, to try to conceal their partisan mo- 
tives with hypocritical prattle about democra- 
cy and the good of the country. 

In the event, the Alignment and its momen- 
tary allies won out, but only by stripping the 
Likud chairman of the House Committee of 
his vested dictatorial powers, which, as the 
High Court of Justice later pointed out, was 
most irregular, The Knesset's answer to the 
court’s criticism could be that committee 
chairmen would now be shorn of those un- 
seemly powers; but betting on such an out- 
come would be hazardous. 

The Knesset, in short, has rendered judg- 
ment upon itself this week, and it is nothing to 
write constituents about. 


The heart of the matter 


ONE of Israel's finest middle-generation 
poets, Yair Hurvitz, died in Brussels yesterday 
while awaiting a heart transplant. He had 
been sick for many years, and the outlook for 
him was not bright. But when it became clear 
that he had no chance without a transplant, 
fellow poets and writers rushed to make it 
financially possible for him -to travel abroad 
for the operation. 

But why was it necessary for Yair Hurvitz to 
travel abroad for the purpose, when time was, 
in his case, of the essence ? Is Israeli medicine 
so backward that heart, or for that matter, 
liver, transplants cannot be performed 


Dr Kundt, Sudeten German 
representative, last night called

It is be- 
lieved that clarification on this 
Point will be the sabject of diplo- 
matic inquiries in the next few 
days. Generally speaking, Ger- 
man political circles warmly wel- 
come any step which may in- 
crease the chances for a peaceful 
settlement of the Sudeten Ger- 
man question, but to them the 
main point is what will be the 
outcome of Lord Runciman’s ad- 
vice and, particularly, whether 


locally? 

The obvious answer is that they can. But to 
ensure that these now routine operations are 
routinely performed in this country, Israelis 
will have to show greater readiness tu donate 
organs for transplants; rabbis will have to try 
harder to persuade the faithful that they no long- 
ef oppose transplants as a matter-of principle, 
and competing hospitals will have to place the 
good of patients above their owa vaulting 
ambitions. 

If all concerned did what elementary hu- 
manity bids them do, it would add up to the 
possible monument on the poet's grave.

NEEDED: A NEW APPROACH TO EDUCATION 


It seems strange that those who 
possess truly good qualifications are 
always expected tc volunteer their 
service or work for a miserly remu- 
neration. Would it not be better if 
our leaders displayed the spirit of 
self-sacrifice they demand from 
teachers, doctors, nurses and other 
citizens providing essential services? 

As to “grey education,” it would 
at once shrink to normal size if 
teachers received adequate salaries 
and had some incentives to work 
well and train weil. Parents. even 
the wealthiest. do not enjoy spend- 
ing their money on a never-ending 
line of private tutors. They do what 
they do because, unless they spend 
the money, their children will not be 
accepted at the universities. In the 
overwhelming majority of Tel 
Aviv's northern schools, for in- 
Stance, private lessons are given in 
Hebrew language (!), English and 
mathematics, Arabic and French. 


They do so out of dire necessity 
Additional lessons at schuo! will noi 
Serve the purpose. 

_ It may illustrate the present situa- 
tion if f quote just a few examples of 
Classroom teaching in English. A 
teacher in the Lith and 12th grades 
implored her students, about te take 
the oral test. saying “don't do any 
mistakes, please don't do any mis- 
takes.” If her students had shunned 
“grey education.” they would not 
have had any chance of Passing their 
matriculation tests well. Another 
English teacher at junior high con- 
sidered good by her superiors. 
threatened a pupil wha insisted that

the way. the first mentioned teacher

THE WORLD watches with fasci- 
nation as almost each week heralds 
yet another liberalizing develop- 
ment in the Soviet Union. Indeed, 
that the archetypal symbol of tyran- 
ny and repression should collect ac- 
colades for its humane policies is 
perhaps ἃ new wonder of the world. 

Of course the jury is still out, so to 
speak. Whether the startling revela- 
tions coming out of the Kremlin rep- 
resent a profound change or merely 
ingenious. cynical ploys to deal with 
a rapidly declining economy re- 
mains to be seen. While the sceptics 
who questioned the authenticity of 
the Sino-Soviet split of the 1950s 
appear ta have been wrong, a good 
measure of doubt would seem 
prudent. . : 

Yet, while it is not at ali certain 
whether the Communist superpow- 
er is on the threshold of becoming ἃ 
humane society. there are short- 
term opportunities that we ought to 
seize. The possibilities for assisting 
Soviet Jews. both with respect to 
emigration and to their status as a 
minority in the Soviet Union, are 
quite exceptional. 


During our recent trip to the Sovi- 
et Union we had occasion to speak 
to many officials involved in Soviet 
policy on religious affairs. industry 
and emigration. We were struck by 
an almost universal attitude, an ap- 
parently earnest desire to alleviate 
the tensions that have long prevailed 
in those areas vis-a-vis the West. 
The fact that they received, with 
great cordiality, seriousness and 
openness. a prominent member of 
the Israeli rabbinate, a New York 
City councilman who had in recent 
years introduced a far-reaching So- 
viet “disinvestment” law in the New

They further emphasized that 
while the jeadership has consider- 
able discretion in what it can do, 
most Westerners do not appreciate 
that in most things there is strict 
adherence to the rule of law.

For the world in general, events in 
the Soviet Union are ominous. For 
those with a special interest in the 
welfare of Soviet Jews, there appear 
to be a number of opportunities’ 
which we must take full advantage 
of. oon :

A discussion of the ‘ultimate fate of 
Judea and Samaria” is presented by 
Dr. Mordechai Nissan (‘Peace is 
not Hussein's concern,” The Jerusa- 
lem Post, July 19). That fate, he 
says. is usually predicated on three 
alternatives; Palestinization, Jor- 
danization or Israelization. 

These are. indeed, the main alter- 
natives — though there seems to be a 
fourth choice. unmentioned by Dr. 
Nissan: a Palestinian-Jordanian fed- 
eration or confederation. His analy- 
sis, however, is partial and selective 
τ as all analyses are ~ and the pros- 
pects and results of the alternatives 
should be further examined. 

Palestinization, i.e. Palestinian- 
Arab self-determination and a Pal- 
estinian-Arab state, is ruled out by 
Dr. Nissan as unacceptable to both 
Israel and Jordan. Yet the fact must 
be faced that precisely that outcome 
is the only solution acceptable to the 
Palestinians and to most Arab states 
and favoured by most nations of the 
world. While some nations continue 
to be deprived of their right to self- 
determination and independence 
(Kurds, Basques et al.), the trends 
οἱ history seem to lead towards that 
self-determination in the case of the 
Palestinian Arabs, both in local 
Middle Eastern terms and in world 
Opinion, 

There are in fact two different 
kinds of Palestinization: any at- 
tempt to set up a Palestinian-Arab 
state without agreement with Israel, 
hustile to Israel and a base for future 
ittacks on Israel's very existence, 
would of course be unacceptable 
and must be resisted and prevented 
hy all means. But a Palestinian enti- 
ty etablished in agreement with Isra- 
el, alongside [srael. and wilting to 
five in peaceful co-existence with it, 
renounce claims on its territory, and 
accept security arrangements vital 
to Israel. should not be ἃ priori un- 
acceptable to Israel. 

Whether recent indications within 
the PLO to favour peace negotia- 
tions and coexistence are sincere, 
serious and realistic in terms of PLO 
Politics, remains in doubt. But this 
should not prevent Israel from clear- 
ly stating her aim of such coexis- 
tence and her willingess ta negotiate 
it (as she did in the first 30 years of 
independence but regrettably 
ceused to do in the last decade). 


NOR IS Palestinization unaccept- 
able to Jordan. Dr. Nissan stresses 


their departments preparing teach- 
ers for their work. 


What is needed is a completely 
new approach to the educational 
system in the country. Salaries 
should become realistic and should 
give teachers a chance to keep 
abreast with progress in their field 
and with what happens in the world. 
‘The harassed teacher. rushing home 
to do the chores and take care of the 
children before she sits down to give 
some private lessons, out of sheer 
necessity, will scurcely have the 
money to buy or obtain professional 
literature. nor will she manage to do 
more than hastily scan the headlines 
of an afternoon paper. Additional 
lessons by the same teachers will not 
help. First. the teachers themselves 
must cease to be underdogs. often 
pitied by their pupils. A survey has 
proved that high-school students are 
better informed politically than 
their teachers. No wonder. under 
the circumstances,

Jordan's interest in foiling sepa- 
rate Palestinian independence is evi- 
dent; but while King Hussein is per- 
haps active diplomatically and 
behind the scenes in that direction, 
he has carefully refrained from op- 
posing it openly and vigorously; it 
may be assumed that, should it 
come about against his wishes, he 
will have to acquiesce in it. The 
analogy is the 1974 decision of the 
Arab states to recognize the PLO as 
the sole legitimate representative of 
the Palestinians: Hussein opposed 
that decision and tried to foil it by 
diplomatic means and behind the 
scenes, but had to acquiesce and 
accept it. 

The repercussions of the estab- 
lishment of a Palestinian-Arab enti- 
ty on the Palestinian majority of Jor- 
dan's population pose an interesting 
question. Possibly this would, as Dr. 
Nissan surmises, ‘arouse (their) na- 
tionalist_ consciousness” and per- 
haps even incite them to rebel 
against Jordan's regime. But this is 
by no means a foregone conclusion. 
The Palestinians in Jordan ~ similar 
to those in Israel — may weil support 
a West Bank Palestinian entity and 
sympathize with it, but prefer for 
themselves to continue living in the 
well-ordered, prosperous Kingdom 
of Jordan. 


MOREOVER, Palestinization and 
Jordanization are not totally op- 
posed. not mutually exclusive: King 
Hussein has advocated since 1972 
the reconstitution of Jordan as a fed- 
eration of the “East Bank” and the 
Palestinian “West Bank,” and the 
idea is neither foreign nor unaccept- 
able to the Palestinians. In February 
1985, King Hussein and Arafat 
agreed on just such a confederation. 
But the agreement was not finalized 
and there remained important 
points of divergence; moreover, 
that whole agreement was abrogat- 
ed by the PLO in 1987 -- interesting- 
ly enough, with no emphasis on the

GOD PRESERVE US from de- 
spondency similar to that which 
overwhelmed this country's leaders 
on the first day of the Yom Kippur 
War. The source of the gloom 
seemed to be none other than de- 
fence minister Moshe Dayan. He 
told the editors of the daily papers, 
whom he had summoned to his of- 
fice, that the war was lost, and that 
he was going to tell this to the nation 
on television that very night. 

Dr. Herzl Rosenblum, then edi- 
tor in chief of Yedior Ahareonot, ar- 
gued with Dayan: He said that the 
general public was taking the war - 
regrettable as it was — rather calmly. 
History was full of examples of wars

@ night. If the man leading the coun- 
try’s forces announced at the start of 
the battle that all was lost, the na- 
tion would panic and there would be 
a wave of suicides. “You must not 
speak to the nation in that vein,” 
Rosenblum appealed. 

But Dayan was adamant, Ro- 
senbium recalls in his recently pub- 
lished baok of reminiscences, Tipot 
min Hayam, (Drops from the 
Ocean).

that former UN Secretary General

Hrdlicka, 60, who had been a 
member of the Austrian Communist 
Party until 1956, was among the first 
prominent opponents of Waldheim 
inside Austria. 


The first document disclosed in 
the case against Waldheim was his 
membership card for a Nazi cavalry 
unit. When confronted with this evi- 
dence, Waldheim repeatedly said he 
never had joined the Nazi move- 
ment. Waldheim. who persisted in 
this line for weeks, was then met 
with a very witty remark by the 
then-acting Socialist Chancelior Dr. 
Fred Sinowatz: “If Waldheim insists 
he was never in the cavalry, then 
probably only his horse was a mem-

ber.” Inspired by the quip, Hrdlicka 
sculpted a two-metre-high wooden 
horse, which became the symbo! of 
the anti-Waldheim movement and 
has travelled all over Austria for the 
past two years. 

The horse was not only a thorn in 
the side of Waldheim himself but of 
his friends and supporters as well. 
The Peoptes Party was especially an- 
gered by the presence of the horse in 
Salzburg when Waldheim came to 
open the annual music festival 
there. 


RESISTING the idea that Hrdlic- 
ka’s war monument should be prom- 
inently displayed in the wake of the 
wooden horse episode, the People's 
Party took action. 

First it tried a legal maneuver: 
federal authorities and the city had 
signed a contract prohibiting any 


kind of construction in the Alber- 
tina-Platz, therefore it was argued 
that the city had no legal basis to 
erect the memorial there. When this 
argument became public there was 
an outcry mainly by the Socialists to 
the effect that the erection of the 
memorial should not be prevented 
by such a cheap ἱεραὶ trick. 

‘When this pretext failed, the Peo- 
ple’s Pasty changed its strategy. It 
then proposed that the memtorial be 
located on the Morzinplatz, where 
the Gestapo headquarters had been 
located. However, opposition forces 
argued that a small monument re- 
calling the evils of the Gestapo is 
already located there, and that the 
plaza. with a lack of pedestrian craf- 
fic, would be unsuitable for Hrdlic- 
ka's work. 

Yet the conflict continues to rage. 
On a recent television talk show,

But the Agranat Commission exon- 
erated him, putting the entire blame 
on “Dado,” chief of staff David Ela- 
zar. “But Elazar was the man who 
had requested permission to strike a 
pre-emptive blow! I went to see him 
after he resigned, asked him why he 
had not pounded his fist on the table 
and threatened to quit on the spot if 
he was denied permission to do the 
right thing.

Folklore Festivals (CIOFF), arrived yesterday for the seventh 
international folklore festival due to open in Haifa on Sunday 
night. 

a hundred foreign dancers, comprising nine dance troupes, 
all of them amateurs, and some 30 Israeli troupes will take part in 
the week-long festival. 

Most of the performances will take place in Haifa. in halls and 
on the streets, but the dancers will also appear in Jerusalem and 
Safed. 

The overseas troupes are from three Eastern European coun- 
tries: Poland, Yugoslavia and, for the first time, Hungary. All 
officially represent their countries, and the festival is under the 
auspices of the CIOFF, which is affiliated to the U.N. 

The festival organizer. Shmuel Bialik, told The Jerusalem Post 
that the festival budget exceeds NIS 800,000, of which one third is 
to be covered by ticket sales, 10 per cent by sponsors, and the 
balance by City Hail and the Culture and Tourism Ministries. 

At a City Hall reception by Mayor Arye Gural yesterday, 
Coursaget said that CIOFF has 50 nation members. involving 
hundreds of thousands of dancers who visit each other's countries. 
Last year it sponsored 150 festivals worldwide. in which half a 
million dancers appeared before millions of people.

“The child may have the yame 
symptoms as he had before from 
such an infection. but the cause may 
be different. Giving antibiotics can 
mask the clinical Picture and cause 
the doctor to misdiagnose the ill- 
ness; they can also cause unpleasant 
and, in certain cases. dangerous or 
even fatal complications.” 

Antibiotics are drugs that can kill 
or prevent the growth of a living 
Organism. They are made from cul- 
tures of micro-organisms or can be 
synthesized, Each member of the 
various families of antibiotics is 
meant for a specific type of bacterial 
infection and is sensitive to a certain 
type of micro-organism. says Profes- 
sor Sacks. They are ineffective 
against viral infections, thus only 
your doctor can know - through ex- 
perience or the results of laboratory 
cultures — whether the problem is 
bacterial. viral or something else.

One can 
even have strep without fever, says 
Prof. Sacks, so going to the doctor, 
and having a throat culture if he or 
she orders it. is very important to 
identify the cause of the infection. 


HE URGES people not to keep 
supplies of antibiotics in their medi- 
cine cabinets at home. Pharmacies 
are not allowed to dispense antibiot- 
ics without a doctor's prescription. 
but sometimes patients stop taking 
the drugs after a few days when they 
feel better and store some of the 
tablets or powders “just in case.” 

Prof. Sacks wams that one should 
never take antibjotics without being 
instructed to do so by a physician. 
There is a temptation to take the 
drug for what may be a recurring 
condition, but one must never self- 
prescribe antiotics, he says. The 
Same symptoms can be caused by a 
completely different organism. Fur- 
thermore, using old packages of 
antibiotics for treatment prescribed 
by your doctor may be ineffective as 
stored antibiotics can lose their po- 
tency after being kept for long 
periods. 

Patients should always take anti- 
biotics for exactly the number of 
days prescribed by their doctors. 
Symptoms may be alleviated, but

“There isn't a drug in the world 
without side effects,” says the South 
African-born professor. “When a 
doctor prescribes, he must weigh the 
beneficial effects against the side ef- 
fects and dangers. It's a calculated 
tisk.” Some antibiotics are very tox- 
ic and can cause skin rashes, in- 
flamed blood vessels, kidney and 
ear problems, vomiting. fatigue. 
bronchial-tube spasms in the lungs 
and sleeplessness. In very rare

death. 

If you suspect side effects from 
the drug. always consult your doc- 
tor. advises Prof. Sacks. If you get a 
skin rash after taking a certain kind 
of antibiotic. he continues, it doesn't 
mean that you are allergic or that 
you will react the same way the next 
time you take it.. ᾿ 

Asked about the problem of de- 
veloping resistance to antibiotics. 
Professor Sacks explains that fre- 
quent use can kill susceptible bacte- 
‘ial but spare the stronger ones, thus 
producing in the individual a bacte- 
tia population that is resistant to the 
antibiotic. When the patient stops 
taking the drug, the phenomenon 
ceases. 

“But the main resistance problem 
occurs when a large number of peo- 
ple take antibiotics in a closed envi- 
ronment like a hospital. It can lead 
to ἃ person transmitting a resistant 
form of bacteria to other patients 
(through the air. skin contact or oth- 
er means) that cannot be fought 
with conventional antibiotics. Since 
perhaps 30 per cent of all hospital 
patients are taking antibiotics at any 
one time, this can be a common 
phenomenon.” 

The pharmaceutical companies. 
he says. are constantly developing 
new forms of antibiotics to replace 
less-effective ones that have lost 
their potency against stronger 
bacteria. 

The war against microbes is 
waged by Prof. Sacks and his col- 
leagues every day. His lab tests 
blood. urine. stool and other sam- 
ples taken from patients to find out 
what bacteria are present and to de- 
termine sensitivity to antibiotics. 
They also provide diagnostic and 
consultative services in the handling 
of infectious disease, and set the 
policy on the use of antibiotics and 
the isolation of sick patients in the 
hospital. He himself teaches medi- 
cal students about the amazing 
world of microbes ~ and how to fight 
them. 


Shades of danger

SKIN CANCER is not the only danger posed by the sun's ultra-violet rays: 
the eyes can suffer cataracts and other serious damage leading to blindness 
after years of exposure to sunlight. Yet many, and perhaps most, of the 
sunglasses sold here are practically useless in preventing long-term damage 


to the eyes caused by such expusure. 


So says Prof. Michael Belkin, head of the Tel Aviv University Eye 

- Research Institute, situated at Sheba Hospital at Tel Hashomer. A leading 
expert in the field, Belkin wears prescription glasses for his eyesight that 
tum darker in reaction to sunlight. He wears them winter and summer, Ἑ 
because, he says. on a sunny winter day, the sun's rays can be as dangerous 
to the eye as in the summer. In an interview with The Jerusalem Post, he said

+ per cent survival rate three years 
after open heart surgery. according

Mental depression hits the baby boomers 


NEW YORK - The American 


“baby boom” generation, born into — 


relative affluence, peace and health, 
is unhappy. Not just a little blue, but 
depressed. 

It’s major depression, a disorder 
that lasts at least two weeks and 
includes such symptoms as appetite 
or sleep disturbance. feelings of 
worthlessness or jnappropriate 
guilt. or thoughts of death. 

Studies. indicate that clinical de- 
pression is ‘hitting at earlier ages in 
baby boomers than the preceding 
generation,and the rate of depres- 
sion is up. Female baby boomers. 
for example, bave a 65 per cent 
greater chance than normal of being 
depressed at some time in their 
ives. And the suicide rate among 
' 15-24-year-olds in 1980 was nearly 
three times that of the age group in 
1950. . 

“Depression has changed from a 
disease of people in their 40s, 50s 
and older to a disease of people in 
their 20s and 30s," said Robert 
Hirschfeld, chief of the affective and 
anxiety disorders branch of the Na- 
tional Institute of Mental Health. 

Nobody really knows why, but 
Hirschfeld and psychiatry professor 
Gerald Klerman suspect major 
changes in the social environment 
that have occurred since World War 
HI, and the stress of high expecta- 
tions clashing with economic reality. 


BABY BOOMERS are not formal- 
ly defined, but Klerman applies the 
term to the 76.2 million babies born 
from 1947 to 1965, now ranging 
from about 23 to 41 years old. They 
make up about a third of the U.S. 


population. 


MALCOLM RITTER 


Births during the 16-year boom 
were 50 per cent higher than in the 
previous 16 years and 16 per cent 
above the following 16 years. 

Klerman, of the New York Hospi- 
tal-Cornell Medical Centre, believes 
the size of the baby-boom genera- 
tion has contributed to higher de- 
pression rates, citing a theory by 
economist Richard Easterlin of the 
University of Southern California. 
The theory holds that because of 
supply and demand, a large age 
group will face lower wages, higher 
unemployment and less upward mo- 
bility on the job than smaller age 
groups. whe 

Baby-boomers entered that situa- 
tion with high material expecta- 
tions, because they grew up in rela- 
tively prosperous times. Despite the 
economic burden of the big genera- 
tion, Easterlin said, they still aspire 
to material wealth by staying single, 
or forming families with working 
mothers and few if any children. 

“Since one of the life goals that 
continually ranks the highest among 

oung people is a good marriage 
family. what's created there is a real 
strain,” Elasterlin said. “They're 
sacrificing the family side of their 
existence in order to maintain the 
material side. And the result is ἃ lot 
of psychological stress.” 

Similarly. Hirshfeld believes that 
unfulfilled expectations help to raise 
depression rates. His generation — 
he’s 45 — “‘was raised to believe that 
the world was our oyster. It’s turned 
out to be not the case at all.” 


Orlter factors may also play a 
role. 

The period after World War 0 
brought “major changes in the so- 
cial environment that continue to 
this day,” said Hirschfeld. New so- 
cial roles for women and, as a result. 
for men, and the rise of single-par- 
ent families “have upset the kinds of 
things that we expect.” 


THE POSTWAR trends may also 
help explain an increase in depres- 
sion rates seen in pre-baby boomers 
born in 1935-44, said Myrna Weiss- 
man, author of ἃ five-community 
study that found increases continu- 
ing in baby-boom males. 

The pre-baby boomers’ time of 
birth would put them at risk for 
depression right after World War 0, 
the time of the social disruptions, 
said Myrna Weissman, of the Col- 
lege of Physicians and Surgeons of 
Columbia University. 

Weissman, who is Kierman’s 
wife, did the study with a number of 
colleagues while she was at the Yale 
University School of Medicine. s. 

Other researchers suggest differ- 
ent interpretations of the baby- 
boomer depression data, and stress 
that studies are limited. 

Baby boomers grew up in “a very 
psychological climate, where they 
are more attuned to looking within 
themselves,” and may be more 
prone than those born in less psy- 
chologically oriented times to react 
to difficulties by becoming de- 
pressed, said sociologist Allan Hor- 
witz of Rutgers University. Those 
born earlier may have just become 
physically sick instead.

Chewing it— worse 
than smoking it 


SAN FRANCISCO (Reuter) - 
Snuff and chewing tobacco expose 
their users to higher levels of dan- 
gerous nicotine than cigarettes, Cal- 
tfornia researchers say. 

Chewing a wad of tobacco for 30 
minutes releases more health- 
threatening nicotine than smoking 
three cigarettes. scientists at the 
University of California at San Fran- 
cisco said in a study to be published 
today. 

Dr. Neal Benowitz. UCSF profes- 

sor of medicine, said a study of 10 
healthy volunteers showed that 
smokeless forms of tobacco produce 
prolonged, high levels of nicotine in 
the blood, while cigarette smoking 
causcs peaks and lows. 
He said that snuff, which is in- 
haled through the nostrils, exposes 
its users to more than two cigarettes” 
worth of nicotine. 

Results of the study were report- 
ed in the July issue of Clinical Phar- 
macology and Therapeutics. 

Benowitz said the research was 
the most detailed so far on the levels 
of nicotine found in the blood after 
the use of chewing tobacco and 
snuff, products whose popularity is 
growing among young men. 

The scientists said that nicotine 
raises the heart rate and blood pres- 
sure and can harm the walls of blood 
vessels, 

Benowitz said that the peak level 
of nicotine absorbed into the blood 
was about the same for users of ciga- 
rettes and smokeless tobacco. But 
he said the nicotine levels remained 
higher longer among those who used 
snuff and chewing tobaccu.

Bone check for 
menopausal women

said. For those already losing more 
than the normal rate of calcium, es- 
trogen treatment should begin at 
once; for those who seem to be with- 
in the norm, semi-annyal examina- 
tions are recommended to make 
sure there is no change. 

Calcium cannot be “‘stored” be- 
fore menopause to avoid the prob- 
lem, be said. Neither is calcium in 
pills or through consuming milk 
products a solution for those with a 
tendency to lose too much of it. The 
caicium will simply go out with the 
body wastes and will do no good. 
Once the damage of osteoporosis 
has been done, he added, estrogen 
therapy will not correct it. 

He said estrogen does not cause 
cancer if it is neutralized with doses 
of progesterone. The combination of 
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the two creates a “false menustral 
period™ and many women, who 
didn’t want their “period™ back, 
stopped treatment. As a result, fur- 
ther research was done and it was 
discovered that, whereas estrogen 
must be taken every month, proges- 
terone once every four months is 
enough. Three “periods” a year are 
a more acceptable price to the pa- 
tients, David said. Estrogen. he 
said, is not fattening, though appe- 
tite may be increased because the 
part of the brain on which estrogen 
operates also contains the centre for 
appetite. 

He said estrogen treatment is also 
indicated for such menopausal prob- 
lems as vaginal atrophy or difficul- 
ties in urination. There are better 
treatments for hot flashes, he said. 
but doctors shouldn't shrug off hot 
flashes by blaming it on age. ““Wom- 
en seem to be able to cope with one 
to five hot flashes a day without 
difficulty, but a woman who has 20 
hot flashes a day needs help.” The 
lecture, held at Beit Harofeh, was 
organized by the women’s Health 
Hotline.

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Days of rationing gave 
way to a super business

In August 1958, Israel's first su- 
permarket was opened on Rehov 
Ben Yehuda in Tel Aviy. 

Thirty vears ater, the pioneering 
Supersol is virtually a national insti- 
tution, turning over more than half 
billion shekels a year in business, 
with its 61 branches spanning the 
entire country. 

David Weinshall, president of the 
supermarket chain, refers to that 
fateful summer day in 1958 as “a 
milestone in Israeli consumer histo- 
ry.” During the grand opening, he 
revalls, scores of grocers staged a 
demonstration outside to protest the 
intrusion of this new competitor into 
their marker. 

Today it is already clear that 
these fears were justified, as super- 
markets around the country have 
been biting into ever larger market 
shares of the traditional groceries 
and outdoor markets. Indeed. their 
share of retail food sales jumped 
from 15% in the early 1980s to 31% 
today. And, with the new innovative 
credit schemes and more competi- 
tive prices they have begun to offer, 
the traditional shopping outlets are 
slowly losing whatever comparative 
advantage they had. 

But 30 years ago. during the days 
of rationing, recalls Weinshall, 
opening a supermarket was not an 
easy feat. The original financial 
backing for the Supersol came from 
the Bronfman family of Canada and 
from a U.S.-based company, owned 
by IDB Bankholdings Ltd. 

With Israel's food industry barely 
developed. it was difficult at that 
time to find cnough different items 
τὸ fill the shelves of the supermar- 
ket. Aggravating this problem, the 
first manager of the Supersol was 
caught stealing from the company 


and thrown in jail. 

The development of the super- 
market business since, says Wein- 
shall. with Supersol leading the way. 
has served as a catalyst to the expan- 
sion of the local food industry and 
consequently contributed to the in- 
creasing in Israel's food exports. 

“Our policy has long been that 
what we are selling is not a product. 
but a service,” says Weinshall. This 
service is made up of three compo- 
nents: quality and packaging. con- 
venience, and reliability. Since sales 
are the key source of the company's 
profits — even though the profit mar- 
gin on every item is relatively low — 
by improving its service. Supersol 
can attract more customers and en- 
large its sales turnover. 

A major development for the 
company. Weinshall points out. was 
the development of its Hypercol 
chain, initiated in 1979. The philoso- 
phy behind opening these much 
larger supermarkets was that by ex- 
ploiting the economies-of-scale in- 
herent to the business, they could 
afford to reduce prices. Unlike the 
original Supersols, which were 
meant to serve individual neighbor- 
hoods, Hypercols were built to serve 
much larger regions. The country’s 
10 outlets today account for 40% of 
Supersol's business. 

In November 1987, the Supersol 
to decided to expand its interests 
even further and purchased the 
Green Wave supermarket chain. 
with branches in Rehovot. Ra‘an- 
ana and Rishon Lezion. This chain, 
explains Weinshall. aims to compete 
directly with the outdoor markets on 
a price basis. 

This expansion has enlarged Su- 
persol’s share in the supermarket 
market from 18% to 1981 to close 
to 16% last year. 

Other innovations introduced by 


the Supersol in recent years. accord- 
ing to Weinshall. also explain its 
increased slice of thé market. 

First off. the Supersol pioneered 
the idea of late-hour shopping, with 
many of its branches open until mid- 
night. One branch. in fact. in the 
Ayalon Mail in Ramat Gan. is now 
open around the clock. 

“We were especially suprised to 
see how quickly this idea caught on 
in Jerusalem,” he says. “Who would 
have thought that Jerusalemites, 
who are used to going to bed at 
10:00. would get into late-night 
shopping?” 

The supermarket chain has also 

begun placing greater emphasis on 
its delicatessen and baked goods de- 
partment. It even established a spe- 
cial company that prepares the wide 
variety of take-out dishes now avail- 
able in its chains. Upgrading the 
facilities in its supermarkets and 
‘making them more aesthetically-ap- 
pealing has also become a top priori- 
ty. 
But perhaps most important, the 
Supersol was the first to introduce 
credit facilities to supermarket cus- 
tomers and has since been launching 
an aggressive campaign to promote 
new and more innovative credit 
schemes all the time. 

Superso! was able to provide its 
customers with this bonus because 
its balance sheet and cash were both 
very strong. ‘Once we started giving 
credit for 60-70 days. it became 
more difficult for the grovery stores 
to compete with us."” notes 
Weinshall. 

Finally, a key objective of the su- 
permarket is to offer its customers 
specialty items that it can't find else- 
where, like imported coffee from 
Brazil, American peanut butter and 
Romanian mushrooms.

Weinshall believes it is mainly mid- 
die- and upper-income families. al- 
though he won't deign to term his 
clientele “*yuppies.”

DAQING. China -- China’s black 
gold may end up in red ink.

Three years after it was declared 
by the International Monetary Fund 
(IMF) to be ineligible for assistance. 
Guyana and the IMF are close to an 
agreement on 2 $115 million credit 
package. 

Desmond Hoyte. the president of 
Guyana, says the agreement with 
the IMF will increase the country’s 
chances of raising the $1.7 billion 
needs over the next three years. The 
pact with the IMF. and the condi- 
tions to which the ‘government will 
have to agree to get access to the 
funds, represents a volte face in 
Guyana’s economic policy since 
Hoyte succeeded Forbes Burnham, 
the late president, in 1985.

. held steady or declined in real terms over the past year, a survey released 
yesterday by the Association of Land Assessors shows. 

The survey found that prices had increased 20% in dollar terms 
between June 1987 and June 1988 in Tel Aviv, Gush Dan and areas 
north, while south of the city, including Bat Yam, Holon and Rishon 
Lezion, they were virtually unchanged. The 20% increase just about 
matched the rise in the Consumer Prices Index, the association noted, 
meaning that in real terms land prices were unchanged in Tel Aviv and 
the communities north of it while they had fallen in areas to the south.

WASHINGTON {AP} - The U.S. 
economy expanded at a healthy 
3.1% annual rate from April 
through June. but inflation shot up 
at the fastest pace in almost six 
years, the government reported 
yesterday. 

The Commerce Department said 
growth in the gross national prod- 
uct, the broadest measure of eco- 
nomic health, was down only slight- 
ly from a 3.4% increase in the first 
three months of the year. 

Inflation, however, picked up 
substantially during the spring, with 
a price index tied to the gross na- 
tional product climbing at an anoual 
rate Of 4.7%, the biggest advance 
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since a 5.5% rise in the third quarter 
of 1982. This inflation index, which 
measures a fixed selection of goods. 
had risen 3.5% in the first quarter. 


Yesterday's report blamed the 


pickup in inflation on higher costs 
for a wide range of consumer goods. 


While the U.S. economy is per- 


forming substantially better than 
had been expected at the start of the 
year, the more robust growth has 


triggered inflation fears. 
Recently. Federal Reserve Chair- 
man Alan Greenspan warned that if 


economic activity did oot slow in 
coming months. the central bank 
was prepared to dampen demand by 
pushing interest rates up further. 
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U.S. sees healthy growth in GNP, 
but consumer goods send inflation up 


Economists worry. however. that i 
credit is tightened too severely. it 
could trigger a recession next vear. 


Wednesday's GNP report was ac- 
companied by benchmark revisions 
in GNP data over the last three 
years, part of an annual review to 
update the data to reflect new infor- 
mation.

Gold and silver, favoured hedges 
against inflation, also climbed as 
speculators reckoned that poor 
crops would mean higher food 
Prices. 

But the rain has changed all that. 

A similar trend has hit base met- 
als like zinc, nickel and copper. 
There;'speculators moved in when 
they decided that manufacturing 
companies were likely to need more 
metal than producers had planned 
to mine. 

Cocoa, coffee, sugar and rubber 
prices are also sliding. To some ex- 
tent the declines in all markets feed 
off one another. 

“People have fost a lot of money 
over the last week or so with the 
collapse of silver, soybean and sugar 
prices,” said David Williamson, a 
commodities analyst at Shearson 
Lehman. “There can be a spillover 
effect. Speculators will have to sell 
other things to cover margin calls.” 

Speculators have always liked the 
commodities market because the 
margin — basically ἃ down payment — 
they must put down tends to be very 
small. When prices rise, they stand 
to make a lot on a small investment. 
But if prices fali by their margin, 
they must put more money down. 

Since most deal in contracts for 
future delivery and not the com- 
modities themselves, traders do not 
have to worry about obtaining or 
storing supplies of what they are 
trading. 

So far this week, soybean and 
com prices have fallen the maxi- 
mum allowed by the Chicago Board 
of Trade. They have been sliding 
since mid-July, when light rains fell 
in parts of the Midwest. 

But many traders who had been 
buying up futures contracts for 
wheat. com and soybeans now won- 
der if they miscalculated the impact 
of the drought now that more rain is 
forecast. 

“I'm mostly fair to poor,” said a 
Chicago trader, describing his trad-

day in New York, when the price of 
gold plunged $12 from its London 
afternoon fix to as low as $424 an 
ounce.

Brazil on the brink of hyperinflation

RIO DE JANEIRO - The Brazilian 
economy, ravaged by zero-growth 
inflation of more than 20%, is tee- 
tering on the brink. One false move 
and it could tumble into byper- 
inflation. 

On the other hand. dramatic and 
sustained public expenditure cuts 
could — after as little as six months -- 
unleash a flood of domestic and for- 
eign investment that would pave the 
way for unprecedented growth. 

The gloomy probability, howev- 
er, is that fierce resistance by the 
highly conservative political estab- 
lishment, together with vested busi- 
ness interests, will do just enough to 
avoid catastrophe but fail to do 
enough to win the confidence of ner- 
vous boardrooms. 

That. in a nutshell, is the view of 
Andre Lara Resende, now associate 
director of Banco Garantia, the Rio 
De Janeiro investment bank, but 
better known as one of the bright 
young economists dubbed the “fa- 
thers” of the anti-inflationary Cru- 
zado Plan. 

Since seeing the plan turned into 
an inflationary monster by, among 
other things, the refusal of the gov- 


erament to cut its deficit during the 
boom of 1986, Resende can be for- 
given for some world-weary cyni- 
cism at Brasilia’s traditional prefer- 
ence for political expediency over 
fiscal prudence. 

With inflation estimated at about 
23%, Resende takes the pulse of the 
business community from day to 
day. His Jatest soundings have con- 
vinced him that today's inflation 
tate need not augur another price 
and wages freeze such as that im- 
posed by Luiz Carlos Bresser Per- 
eira, the former finance minister, 
when prices were rising 26% a 
month just a vear ago. 

Among the differences today is 
high company liquidity, 2 booming 
export sector on course for a record 
trade surplus of perhaps 516 billion 
this year, another large harvest as 
drought shrivels U.S. farmers” out- 
put and strong performances by sev- 
eral sectors including paper, petro- 
chemicals and metals. 

In addition. Brazil has taken sev- 
eral important political steps, re- 
turning to orthodox relations with 
its international creditors and pass- 
ing legislation aimed at simplifying 
its near-impenetrable trade regula- 


tions. 

The downside of this equation. 
however, is confidence in the gov- 
ermment’s political will to cut its 
costs, despite the prodigious efforts 
of Mailson da Nobrega, the finance 
minister. 

Resende's ideal prescription for 
Brazil would follow the lines of Isra- 
el's anti-inflationary stabilization 
programme: a frontal attack on ex- 
pected inflation through an end to 
indexation, fixed wages and ex- 
change rates and a freeze on ἃ few 
key prices such as energy costs. 

All this would have to be com- 
bined with 2 buge reduction in gov- 
ernment spending. ‘The pro- 
gramme would mean six months of 
very high interest rates and 3 very 
tight monetary policy, but after that 
you would have an incredible 
boom,” he argues. 

Heterodox shocks, however, lost 
their appeal for the Brazilian public 
after political considerations. Re- 
sende’s real-life scenario is there- 
fore gloomy, with: byper-inflation 
hovering. warded off by temporary 
measures used and discarded like 
sticking plaster.

Niki Pilic still after

DORTMUND (Reuter) — Fifteen 
years ago, Niki Pilic declined to play 
a Davis Cup tie and the affair snow- 
balled into the mass boycott of 
Wimbledon by the world’s top play- 
ers. 

That episode, which played a key 
role in the establishment of the oper 
era in tennis, came during a career 
in which Pilic played 23 Davis Cup 
ties over 16 years for his native Yu- 
goslavia.” 

But now, after leading his adopt- 
ed country of West Germany, in his 
capacity as non-playing captain. to 
this year's final against Sweden, Pi- 
lic. 49, hopes to add another dimen- 
sion to his Davis Cup laurels. That 
of non-playing captain of the win- 
ning team.

But, with Eric Jelen as his first- 
choice other plaver, and Wimble- 
don quarter-finalist Patrick Kueh- 
nen and Carl-Uwe Steeb waiting in 
the wings, Pilic believes he has the 
makings of a solid squad which will 
become much stronger in the future. 

West Germany, however. had ev- 
erything on their side on the way to 
this year's final. In each of their 
three ties, they had home advantage 
and faced opposition that could 
hardly be described as fearsome. 

Brazil. Denmark and Yugoslavia 
all succumbed 5-0 in West Germa- 
ny's ties en route to the final. 

Pilic was the first professional ten- 
nis player from eastern Europe. In 
1973, he failed to play for Yugosta- 
via in a Davis Cup tie against New 
Zealand, a tie his country lost. 

The International Tennis Federa- 
tion, at the request of the Yugoslav 
Federation, then slapped a one-year 
tournament ban on Pilic, who was 
then 34 years old.

Pole-vaulter gets life ban after drugs test 


LONDON (AFP) -- Britain’s No. 1 pole vaulter Jeff Gutteridge yesterday 
became the country’s first athlete to be banned for life for taking drugs. 

A British Amateur Athletic Board (BAAB) statement said a test on 
Gutteridge showed that “the steroid profile is abundantly clear.” 

Under international rules Gutteridge faces an automatic two-year ban 
from.competition for a first offence, but the BAAB said the board would not 
seek his reinstatement after that period — effectively banning him for life. 

“As far as we are concerned, he will not be able to compete anywhere”, 
said BAAB spokesman Tony Ward. “‘It’s a sad day that he is the first British 
athlete to be caught in this way.” 

Gutteridge, aged 32 and a former Commonwealth Games silver medallist, 
will appeal against the effective life ban, after saying that he would fight to 
clear his name if he was outlawed from the sport. 

He hoped to qualify for his second Olympics at next week's trial in 
Birmingham. “Now of course, that is out of question”, he said. 

Gutteridge was first given a drugs test on April 29 while warm weather 
training with a group of British athletes in the Canary Islands. It was found 
to be positive earlier this month. 

A second test on the same sample carried out in London on Tuesday 
confirmed the original findings.

What would Mrs. Grundy say? 


THE England cricket team that was so mercilessly thrashed by the Wes1 
Indies in the fourth Test this week was led by Chris Cowdrey, a very [ 
attractive and charming gentleman with no great pretensions as a bats- 
man or bowler. He was picked entirely for his captaincy. 

England is the only cricket team in the world that indulges in this 
luxury of carrying a passenger because of his qualities of leadership. 
Other teams take one of the best players on band and appoint him 
captain — the West Indies have had such leaders as Garfield Sobers, Clive 
Lloyd and Vivian Richards. Australia have used their star batsmen, like 
Allan Border. Greg Chappel! and Ian Chappell. as their captains. The 
English are obviously sighing for the old days. when their team consisted 
, of ten professionals and an amateur, who was the skipper, and who, if he 
had any sense, took advice from his senior professionals. 

It is obviously England’s own business whom they select. but the 
reason why they chose Cowdrey has implications for contemporary 
sports fans everwhere, indeed for anyone interested in social mores in 
the modem world.. He replaced Mike Gatting. one of the best batsmen 
in England, and certainly one of the bravest. Gatting was dropped, nat 
because the selectors were dissatisfied with his batting or even his tactics 
on the field, but because he committed the atrocious crime of inviting a 
woman up to his hotel room one night during a Test match. . 


MORE than a century ago a British playwright. Thomas Morton, created 
a lofty but narrow-minded character named Mrs. Grundy, who was an 
arbiter of standards of conduct. The dread words were, “What would 
Mrs. Grundy say?” 

But surely, in the year 1988. when adultery -- let us presume that 
Gatting’s guest was not his wife and that his intentions were proven to be 
dishonourable — is no longer a crime. It may cause pain to the man's wife, 
but it is ludicrous to say that no adulterer can lead a cricket team. 

At one stage. cricketers, going on tour for five months. were not 
allowed to take their wives with them. The reasoning was medical ~ they 
had to sublimate their energy into sport. We certainly have not heard the 
sublimation theory in recent years. so it seems that Gatting and the |, 
England team were sacrificed to please Mrs, Grundy. 

Cricket is not the only “‘moral™ sport -- tennis is just as bad. Players get 
penalised for uttering audible obscenities. We are not talking about oaths 
addressed to umpires, linesmen or opponents, but at oneself.
